In Rushv ille city during J anuary , 
there wen* only two deaths, and in 
the county outside *the city 
there 
were onlv six deaths, making a total 
of only 8 deaths in the entire coun­ 
tv for the month. 
The birth records in the office of 
Dr. E. I. W ooden, county and city 
health com m issioner, show’s 5 births 
in Rushv ille city and 10 in the ter­ 
ritory outside the eitv , or a total o f 
21 births, and 8 deaths. 
There were 33 contagious d iseas­ 
es reported from the territory out­ 
side the city o f 
R ushv ille 
during 
J anuary which is alm ost as m any 
as was reported for the entire y ear 
before. Of this number, the d iseas­ 
es cov ered many 
kinds. 
Sm allpox 
numbered 23 eases reported for the 
month, all located in Center toy v n- 
ship, in the v icinity o f M ay s, and 
ex tended 
ov er 
into 
W ashington 
township. 
Then there y v ere 4 eases o f ohiek- 
enpox , 
three 
scarlet 
fev er, 
one 
whooping cough, and two m easles, 
giv ing a v ariety as a starter for the 
new y ear. 
In Rushv ille city there were

cases of contagious d iseases,

hero too, a v ariety ex ists, but

as that may be, due to the fact that 
none has been built in tho 
twen- 


tieth century, the two-score or more 
covered bridges that have been built 
in Indiana by E. L. Kennedy, corn- 
er of Willow and Seventh streets, 
and his father, the late A. M. Ken- 
nedy, are practically all standing 
and giving good service. 


The Historical commission bulle- 


tin declares that two of the 
lu-st 


preserved f-overcd bridges in India- 
na are located at Connersville ami 
Rushville, and calls attention to the 
fact that it is peculiar in that 
it 


has a feneed-in pathway for pedes- 
trians on either side of the roadway. 


It is not understood what 
the 


commission means by the "Uuslr.nlle 
.bridge" as there are two 
bridges 


near Riishvillc, both of which wen- 
ilmilt 'by E. L. Kennedy and hoih oi' 
which arc well preserved and h.i\e 
walkways for pedestrians. 


The first covered bridge was built 


in Indiana in 1834 at Dublin, Ind., 
the 'Historical commission says, and 
was razed a year ago. 


A. M. Kennedy 
did 
not 
begin 


building covered 'bridges until 1870, 
finishing the first' one at 'Dunla'ps- 
ville in Union county. The next year 
he and his partner constructed one 
near .Seven Mile, 
Ohio,

county, and 'from that year 
on.
